The Chinese military authorities have 
been discovered recruiting at Shanghai, 
inside the foreign settlement, and some 
agents hava been arrested in the act of 
constructing entrenchments around the 
European concessions. 


A Chinaman, connected with war pur- 


chases for the Chinese government In 
Europe, who has been interviewed by 
the London Daily Express, says that 
China has immense quantities of arms 
and ammunition, and will "stagger hu- 
manity" if driven to defend herself. 


Washington, June 27.—The purpose of 


the government to place an adequate 
military force in China was made per- 
fectly clear yesterday when orders were 
issued to Brigadier General Adna E, 
Chaffee to take command ot the forces 
in China and to proceed at once to as- 
pume his new duties. More significant 
probably than the assignment itself waa 
the wording of the formal orders to 
General Chaffee, issued late in the day 
by Acting Secretary of War Meikeljohn, 
directjpg him "to take command of the 
troops ordered to China," and to proceed 
to Pekin by way of San Francisco and ' 
Taku, accompanied by his aides. It had 
been expected that the military forces 
•would be concentrated at Che FOO or 
tome other convenient military base, but 
the direction to proceed to Pekin, the 
capital of the Chinese empire, indicated 
a firm determination on the part of the 
government authorities to have a strong 
military force at the seat of the Chinese 
government. 
This announcement of 


General Chaffee's assignment and the 
orders to proceed to Pekln came after 
the state department had declined to ac- 
cede to a second proposition from six 
great viwroys of China that foreign 
troops be kept out of China until Li Hung 
Chang reaches Pekin. In nrore formal 
manner, with the signatures of the sax 
viceroys representing the greater part 
of the empire, Minister Wu repeated 
yesterday his plea of Monday that the 
foreign troops be kept out of the country. 


Secretary Hay laid the formal request 


of the viceroys before the cabinet meet- 
ing, but there was no disposition to vary 
from the president's determination, al- 
ready made known by Secretary Hay to 
the Chinese minister, to send our forces 
to such points as were menaced and 
where our officials and citizens were in 
danger. While the viceroys spoke for 
their provinces they could not speak for 
Pekin, and it is to Pekin that the of- 
ficials most anxiously look. Minister 
Conger is still silent, and the latest ad- 
vices have shown that little reliance can 
he placed on the dispatches from Shang- 
hai saying that the ministers and lega- 
tions at Pekin were safe. For this 
reason the orders to General Chaffee to 
proceed to Pekin took on an added 
meaning.

The New York Court olAppeals 


Denies the Petition of 


Edward Wise 


Boston. June 27.—Edward "Wise, a well- 


known Boston boy, has been denied a 
new trial by the court of appeals In New 
Tork, and he is now confined in murder- 
ers' row at Sing Sing prison, awaiting 
his execution, whrtsh IB fixed for Aug. 6, 
and to be fulfilled in the electric chair, 
for the murder of a cab driver. Yester- 
day, however, some neiv evidence In the 
case was secured by Chief Inspector 
Watts of this city, and Representative 
Jerry Watson of Boston will today pre- 
sent to Governor Roosevelt a petition, 
asking that the death sentence be com- 
muted to life imprisonment. The peti- 
tion Is said to bear the signatures of 
nearly all the members of the general 
court of this commonwealth, and is ac- 
companied by the sworn affidavit of a 
well-known South End grocer, who told 
Chief Watts that John Sweeny, another 
Boston boy, had made a confession. It 
is claimed he was with Wise on the night 
of the murder, and it Js claimed that he 
admitted to the grocer that he, and not 
Wise, struck the blow which killed the 
man for whose death Wise is condemned 
to die in the chair.

Whitewash.

In. view of the report that Peking 


:was recently captured by the foreigp 
naval forces under the command ol 
(Vice Admiral Sir Edward H. Seymour 
(the following story about the Chinese 
capital is of timely interest: 


) Peking lends Itself to nickname and 
alliteration. An English minister de- 
scribed it as the place of "dirt, dust 
and disdain." Others have found It, 
like Lord Amherst, a city of despair. 
Mr. Henry Norman says that the two 
'moments when one appreciates it are 
the first sight of its frowning gates and 
the last. Whatever it is or is not to 
;the "men of long views," It must al- 
ways be one of the nerve centers of 
•human interest and international re- 
lations, says H. W. Lawson in the 
London Telegraph. During the dynas- 
ty of those Mings whose name was the 
iWarcry of the Talpings and is today 
tin the mouths of many of the secret 
•societies that form the great difficulty 
of Chinese rule and management it 
was a city of but second rate impor- 
tance. 


Their attention was given to the em- 


'bellishment of the now half wasted 


tcity of Nankin, often called "the na- 
tional capital," but Peking has been 
fthe imperial capital since the Ta Tslngs 
teeized the throne, and those who are 
.qualified to speak are of opinion that 
*my notion of degrading it from its 
'pride of place to suit the convenience 
of European diplomacy is foredoomed 
,to failure. It Is not only the capital of 
tthe Mantchoos; it is the capital of tbe 
mandarins. The official world is of the 
(Pekingese stamp, and tbe Pekingese is 
fthe official language, the tongue of the 
(graduate and educated man. To the 
tear It has a pleasanter and softer 
sound thaa the rough dialects of the 
.provinces, and it has been developed 
land molded to the elaborate and ornate 
[phrases of polite society. The "sh" is 
(often heard instead of harder and more 
(uncouth conjunctions. 


i In the four cities which make up the 
Capital, and particularly in tbe Impe- 
irial city, live most of the leading and 
jopulent class, and therefore the houses 
tare of a more important and solid ap- 
pearance than is the rule elsewhere. 
Eigh brick walls, with a single stone 
entrance, summnd a multitude of 
Courts, flanked by tile roofed dwelling 
Booms. It 4s a curious and universal 
[custom among the Chinese to put up 
ammediately facing the outer door a 
fitone or brick screen bearing tablets 
•or painted scrolls inscribed with the 
names of ancestors or classical texts. 
.The object, according to time honored 
Superstition, is to ward off evil spirits, 
for the demon on entering knocks bis 
ihead against the obstacle and, being 
SQevoid of all sense but an elementary 
hatred of mankind, is repulsed and 
goes away sorrowful. Why the afore- 
said demon sbouW have the cleverness 
;to turn in at the gate, yet not sufficient 
to wheel round the screen, is difficult 
for the uninitiated to understand. 


I There is no attempt at ostentation or 
even of decent comfort about these 
[dwelling places. Withta they are mere 
ramshackle bungalows, with stone 
Iflagged floors and paper windows, fan- 
[tastically cut up by wooden partitions 
and papered without taste or cleanli- 
ness, 
The furniture is of polished 


iwood made in the stiff, square style 
fthat is not unfamiliar. OrnamentSMire 
few and of the commonest foreign 
make, while the bronze vessels to be 
seen are all modern and coarse in 
[workmanship. A Chinese window is 
a quaint subterfuge for obscuring the 
light of day. It is an Intricate pattern 
'of woodwork in straight lines, with 
pieces of glass stuck on the surface 
and filled up with strong, yellowish 
paper. Its principal use Is in sealing 
tip an apartment against any inrush of 
fresh air by normal ventilation. The 
Stiles used for roofing are rounded and 
well made, of various colors—yellow 
«or the 'emperor, green for the gods, 
fotae and reJd for the rest— ana the ends 
are capped with a flat, embossed circle 
and crested with mythical animals and 
horned heads. 


When- the Chinese discover the cheap 


nod congenial hideousness of corru- 
gated toon, the one attractive' element 
In Chinese architecture is doomed to 
diaappear. White paint is generally 
put on to cover up the mud, with an 
occasional contrast of coral red. 
In 


the summer months European officials 
,who ore obliged to remain within 
reach and the students from the lega- 
Ittons hire temples in the western hills 
from the priests, suspend the religious 
services and use them aa fixed camps. 
They bring in their train their own 
(households and their own furniture, 
and very pleasantly do these temples 
»erve their purpose. Of late years for- 
.etgnets wno are able to go farther 
afield -spend the summer by the seaside 
at Peltaiho, but these are the lucky 
Bcniora of the community. In Peking 
Itself the same system Is pursued of 
letting out temples for private occupa- 
tion. The only difference is that when 
wealthy natives ar£ the lessees the re 
IllgiouB services for festivals and fu- 
nerals are continued In 'the forecourts 
"Where the Josses are planted. Such 
•are the practical uses of eastern re- 
ligions,

jind marked off by a wall from outside 
tire center iu vne order givonreavo ttiat 
the Chinese city la an excrescence and 
joins, bnt does not encircle, tha re- 
mainder. Originally tbe Ohloem had 
to be kept at a 110x0 distance m sub- 
jection to tbe Mantchoo conqueror, 
but euoh. a precaution ia now super- 
fluous, although there survive* a per- 
ceptftle vnirfOTy of type, In spite of 
the mixture of blood, and tha Mant- 
choo women draw tneir hair fa differ- 
ent foanioq, secured at the back by a 
long bar that Is turned down after 
marriage. Within the Chinese city la 
a vast open space, tbe two great In- 


and dedicated respectively on the' north 
and south of.the temple of Agricul- 
ture and the temple of Heaven. 
In 


the middle kingdom there are three 
great systems of religion, of worship 
and of philosopb'r"n'orking together in 
harmony with a government which 
patronizes and conforms to each with- 
out friction and without fusion. 


Of all three the founders lived about 


tho eixth century B. 0., but Taoism 
has had the popular advantage of be- 
ing able to identify itself w$th eve.ry 
object of the wonder or veneration of 
men. If the official classes, by reason 
of their training, are mainly Confu- 
claaist — that is -to say, agnostic — in 
their intellectual sympathies, that does 
not absolve them or their imperial 
master from the regular and elaborate 
observance of the great state services 
of the year. 
The mighty spirits of 


earth and heaven are Invoked by the 
emperor without tLs intervention of 
ecclesiastic and, by deputy, through 
civil officers throughout every prov- 
ince. 
To the powers of enrth and 


heaven he professes himself subject. 
He styles himself "Son of Heaven by 
Imperial succession," and he asks for 
the "efficient aid" of the "Imperial 
spirits of earth and heaven," by sacr» 
flee anil oblation. 


In Sir A. Lyall's words, he Is tL/i 


"high stevnrd of tn"e mysteries." Once 
a year, at vJead of night, he goes in 
solemn procession, with bis kinsmen 
and high mandarins, to the temple of 
Heaven, fasts until the morning and 
then makes the kotow by striking his 
head on the floor of the marble plat- 
form, which he ascends and three 
times kneels to the aeity. The sacri- 
fice is performed by himself without 
the ministration of priests and aided 
only by his officials, and he invokes 
the good offices of the supernatural 
without the intervention of priests be- 
tween the majesty on earth and the 
majesty on high. As the hereditary 
father of his people he associates three 
of the greatest of his predecessors In 
the ceremony as an example of filial 
piety and a ksson of dynastic rever- 
ence. 


Foreigners are rigidly excluded from 


this place, and the gates are kept 
strictly closed to all but the duly 
qualified. It was not always so, and 
there are old Peking residents jvho 
have in days gone by entered the pre- 
cincts in Chinese dress, one in particu- 
lar b"eing Li Hung Chang's popular sec- 
retary, Mr. Pethidk, an American gen- 
tleman who has lived in China for 
many years. An exception was made 
in the case of Prince Henry of Prussia, 
but happily the result has been, ac- 
cording to Chinese logic, to insure con- 
tinuance of last year's drought and to 
hold up ralnclouds, to the utter 1m- 
' poverishrnent of the land. 


In the Forbidden city, which con- 


tains the imperial palaces, no foreigner 
ever sets foot except when the staffs of 
the legations carry their congratula- 
tions to the emperor oil the New Year 
day, the 6th of February of the Chi- 
nese calendar, and In the rare cases of 
special audience, one of which took 
place when Prince Henry of Prussia 
was personally received by the ernper- 
or at the very door. This question of 
audience has for the last hundred years 
been of the highest political impor- 
tance. First came the demand for the 
performance of the kotow; then the 
right of audience, completely conceded 
to 1873; lastly the place of audience, 
toward the satisfactory solution of 
which much was done when Sir Nich- 
olas O'Connor was received, not, as for- 
merly, in the Hall of Tributary Nations, 
but at a palace within the Forbidden 
city. 


Chinese prejudice never disappears 


before the light, but it is dally being 
broken down by Its own weight under 
external pressure. In years to come 
even the horrors of tbe Peking cart 
may be discarded by foreign residents 
In favor of the foreign rickshaw, but 
this depends more on the mending of 
Chinese roads than on the mending of 
Chinese manners. How long will the 
dry bones live? But for the interfer- 
ing hand of the barbarian, certainly, 
would they Hve In ssecula saeculorum. 


To Use Electric Motors. 


The discomforts of the old under- 


ground railway In London will soon be 
a thing of the past A new engine pro- 
pelled by electricity supplied by broad 
Ktrlps of metal on each side of the two 
rails, and capable of hauling six 
coaches at the rate of 30 miles an hour, 
has been run successfully from Earl'a 
Conrt to Kensington. It is understood, 
Bays the San Francisco Chronicle, that 
the directors of the road are now con- 
vinced of the practicability of elec- 
tricity as a motive power, after experi- 
ments extending over three years, and 
that they will soon equip the entice 
line with similar engines. 


Preserving Railroad Tie*. 


Experiments are being made in Ger- 


many with beech as a material for 
railway sleepers. It has been found 
that without preservative treatment 
such sleepers are apt to rot internally 
though they may be apparently sound 
on the exterior, says the Cincinnati 
Enquirer. On the Alsace-Lorraine lines 
favorable results have been obtained 
with creosoted beech sleepers, which 
have shown an average life of 19% 
years, while others preserved with zinc 
chloride have proved still more satis- 
factory, their life being 2VA years.

KITCHEN STOVE, 


By Anna Barrowa. 


The use of fire to cook his food gust 


Bistmgutshea man from animals Civili- 
zation began when "the cooking:animal," 
as mar. bets been called, built a fire and 
devised means for his protection. 


The worship of fno, the household gods 


of the anci&nts, the hearthstone OP which 
all architecture rests, all indicate the 
power of heat in human progress. 
It 


would be Intel {-sting to note the changes 
in the ,way of living from gen-eration to 
generation which have been brought 
about by a change of fuels. 


The laws of fire and water must bo 


known to those who are to manipulate 
the kitchen stove. Improved appliances 
will come as mistress and maid reach a 
higher plan<3 o? intelligence. 


The fuel to be us«d decides the general 


style of range; wood, coal, gasoline, kero- 
sene and gas are each good in its place, 
but rather increase in advantages in the 
order named. 


Electricity has not yet been fully stud- 


ied in its application to the kitchen, and 
the present Implements for electrical 
cookery have certain disadvantages 
which doubtless will be overcome in fu- 
ture. 


Commercially the word range is applied 


to the larger and more complete stoves 
intended for cooking purposes. Stove is 
a word of more general application. 


The great variety manufactured makes 


it possible for every housekeeper, who 
selects a range, to secure one just suited 
to her cotnditions. 


It should be chosen carefully to fit the 


particular place where it must stand in 
the kitchen. Its relation to the other ar- 
ticles of furniture must be considered. 
The plainer the surface of the range the 
easier to keep it clean, yet the manu- 
facturers claim that the more "orna- 
mental" a range is made the better it 
sells. To say nothing of the question of 
the suitability of cast-iron for artistic 
designs, is it not distinctly bad taste to 
have floral decorations, heroic figures 
and the like in such position thcut they 
are liable to be bedewed with grease? 


The size of the range must be adapted 


to the number in the family and the size 
and shape of the kitchen. It is a mistake 
to crowd a small one too much, yet with 
wise planning much can be accomplished. 
It is an equal error to put a, large range in 
a small kitchen, more coal will be used 
and the room be made too hot for comfort. 
A small or medium sized range ia suffi- 
cient for the average family, and for 
emergencies can be supplemented by the 
kerosene or gas stove, which should form 
a part of the outfit of every kitchen. The 
gas stove saves all labor of transporting 
fuel or ashesv and if carefully managed 
is no more expensive than other means 
of obtaining heat. 
A small kerosene 


stove, if well trimmed and kept out of a 
draft of air, will do good work. A well 
made box with close fitting cover and 
divisions inside for wood or coal and 
kindlings, for blacking and brushes, 
should have a place near the stove. On 
one end of this box, or on the wall behind 
the stove, may hang the poker, tongs if 
wood is used, a shovel, two lifters for the 
stove covers, a whisk broom and a softer 
brush. A hook on the wall can be filled 
with pieces of soft newspaper a foot 
square, ready to rub any spots of grease. 
Asbestos mats should be ready to keep 
delicate foods from scorching. A shelf on 
the stove or above it on the wall is useful 
for yeast doughs. Near the stove, too, 
should be the clock, which is an indis- 
pensable article of kitchen furniture. 


The iron kettles which formerly were 


all that were deemed necessary for use 
with the stove are being superseded by 
lighter ones. The teakettle especially 
should be easily lifted. A steam cooker 
takes the place of several kettles and 
makes it possible to do much cooking on 
a small stove.

THE SMALL CHILD'S SUMMER DIET. 


By Christine Terhune Herrick. 


tContinued from last week.) 


Perhaps it may seem unnecessary to 


give a caution with r-gard to the cleanli- 
ness of the bottles from which the child 
is fed, but no cautions on this point can 
be too strenuous. The long, snaky rub- 
ber tube should never be used. No 
amount of washing or brushing can keep 
It f i ee from germs. I have had this state- 
ment contradicted by mothers who are 
loath to yield the convenience of the long 
tube that enables them to save them- 
selves time and trouble. No doubt it ia 
much easier to lay the baby in his cradli 
or carriage and allow him to nur>se at 
will than to hold either him or the bottle 
until his liunstr is satisfied. I appre- 
ciate the point of view of the busy mother 
who would be only too happy to give the 
child his meal herself were it not that 
other duties were calling her. At the 
same time the rubber tube must be con- 
demned. The best brush ever made can- 
not cleanse it adequately, swid the germa 
that are formed in the decaying particles 
of the spoiled food will yield to the child's 
powers of suction, although they may. 
have escaped every cleansing agency. 


If the results of the rubber tube arar 


bad even when this is carefully looked 
after, the effeet of negligence may t>» 
easily imagined. A physician once told 
me that after having in vain attempted 
to convince a, mother that Ser Uaby wa» 
suffering from illness because he drank 
his food through a. rubber tube, he- took 
his penknife and slit open the tube. Tha 
inside was a mass of almost infinitesimal 
white worms. Yet the mother had In- 
sisted that the tube was thoroughly. 
cleansed every day. This is an extrem* 
case, but the mere possibility of such a 
contingency should be avoided. 


The rubber nipple is the only mouth- 


piece fit to use, because this can be turned 
inside out ar.d made clean as soon as It- 
has been used. This precaution should! 
never be omitted, and the botttes-shoiuia' 
be no less caredfuily cleansed. Between; 
each feeding they should be washed tlior- 
oughly, and at least twice a day shouW ba 
scalded out with boiling water and soda 
or borax. Care in these apparent trifles 
will save the baby suffering and tha 
mother anxiety. 


The children who are a little older and' 


have been put on a more extended diet,' 
including cereals and meat, shouia b» 
watched carefnlly when t&e warm (Says 
begin. If they Show any signs of illness, 
solid food should at one* be stopped and 
they should be put upon a fluid dJet. In 
this milk, or milk aod cream soups.should 
hold chief places. Small and frequent 
feedings should be substituted for the 
four or five meals a day. Unless Indispo- 
sition of some sort shows itself, however, 
the child may keep to- his regular diet, 
although tnia should be modified a. trifle. 
Oatmeal and hominy, which are a Ufctla 
heavy, should appear less frequently 
than cracked wheat and similar prepara- 
tions. Sometimes a good light gruel may 
be given instead of the regular porridegf. 


RICE GRUEL. 


Wash thoroughly a tablespoonful ofi 


rice and put it into a. doable boiler with a 
pint ot fresh milk. Keep the water in tho 
outer vessel at a steady boil for an houc 
and a half. By the enj^of that time the 
rice should be a soft pt&te and have ab- 
sorbed all the milk. Salt to taste and eat 
with cream and with or without sugar. 


A simpler gruel is made by using tha 


ground rice and boiling it for three-quar- 
ters of an hour in a quart of water. For 
this quantity only one tablespoonful of 
ground rice is used. This gruel is, how- 
ever, less nutritious than that made withi 
milk.

MELK PORRIDGE.

Make a paste of two tablespoonfuls ot 


wheat flour, with a little cold water. Stir 
It into two cups of boiling water and cook 
lor twenty minutes, stirring constantly. 
Add two cups of hot milk, cook fifteen 
minutes more, salt to taste and eat wntt(r 
warm with cream and sugar.

Many, thefts 'have been reported ia 


tbe vicinity of Pulilan of late, and 
many efforts have been, made to run 
down the villains, but as yet no cap- 
tures have been made, says the Manila 
Freedom. Sergeant Le Dour secured 
the consent of his captain to go out 
with a detail of four men, dressed as 
natives, carrying only revolvers, iu 
search of these lawbreakers. A cara- 
bao had been reported stolen near tbe 
post in tbe evening, and at about 9:30 
the sergeant and his men started on 
their mission. He and Private Robert 
G. McKinnish started In the direction 
of Balinag, on the road running along 
the river, the other three men going 
on a parallel road about 200 or 800 
yards distant. When they were about 
one mile from the post. In a thick, 
dense woods, a man jurqped Into the 
road and cajled out in English: "Halt!

.feet away, mortally wounding Private 
McKinnish and slightly wounding Ser- 
geant Le Doiix, who was shot in tbe

New Way ot Tanning HldeB. 


A new electrical process for tanning 


hides has just been patented in Ger- 
many, says the New York Post The 
hides are first of all soaked in a solu- 
tion of acetate of lead and then trans- 
ferred to one of lead Chloride, which 
Is deposited on the 
fibrous tissue. 


After a thorough washing the hides 
are hung up in a tanning solution of 
the usual kind and connected to the 
positive pole of a very low tension dy- 
namo machine. The other pole of the 
dynamo is connected with a cathode 
plate, composed either of an alloy 
which is not attacked by the chemicals 
in solution or generated or of some of 
the cheaper metals platinized or polish- 
ed with plumbago. Only a very moder- 
ate current is employed, from about 
50 to 100 amperes for each square yard! 
of hide under a tension of three voltaj 
'The process Is completed by flnjghing 
the leather in the usual way. ^t Is 
sajd to show a large gain in time over 
the old tan pit method.

to Combine School and New»i»»»er. 
Univcrial People'* Cburcb to Be 
Conducted on Practical Llnc«. 
Plans are being made to broaden the 


scope and work of the People's church 
in Chicago, of which Dr. W. H. Thom- 
as ts pastor, along three novel lines 
within the next year. Before the ex- 
piration of that time the members of 
the church hope to own their own 
bnUOing in the heart of the business 
district This fall a "School of Life" 
will be founded, and a weekly paper 
devoted to the work of the church will 
be started, says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. The paper will be called The 
People's Pulpit and will carry Dr. 
Tbxgoas' weekly sermon to all parts of 
the country where People's churches 
are being founded. 


A gift of $80,000 already has been 


promised to the officers of the church 
by a wealthy woman, a member of the 
congregation, • who does not wish her 
name made public in connection with 
the gift. Dr. Thomas has received in- 
timations from all sides that the peo- 
ple'are witting and anxious to enlarge 
the field of usefulness of the church.' 
and it Is confidently expected that bjr 
next summer $500,000 will have beea 
raised for the purpose. 


The new 'building will be a novelty 


among church edifices. Unlike the usu- 
al structure of the conventional church 
design, it will be a business block in 
the heart of the commercial center of 
the city. It will contain an immense 
auditorium, where services will be held 
as In other churches, and the rest of 
the building will be devoted to ofBces. 
All the offices will be occupied by the 
executive boards and clerical forces of 
the various undertakings of the church. 


The school which is to be a part of 


the church will undertake to teach 
yonng men and women along untried 
lines. Its promoters choose to call it a 
"School of Life," and life is what they 
hope to teach. They will try to prepare 
young men and women for the duties 
of a Christian life, acd the work will 
be done mainly throngh a system of 
course lectures. The lectures will be on 
sociological and economic problems 
and in the main will be free. 


One of the main objects of the school 


will be to prepare men and women for 
missionary work in People's churches 
throughout the country. Churches of 
this kind are springing up everywhere, 
and ministers in these churches must 
have a training quite different from 
that given in the various denomina- 
tional institutions. Graduates from this 
school will be sent to open new fields 
and to assist newly organized churches 
in the western cities. 


A practical law course also will be 


offered pupils of the school. It Is not 
intended to make lawyers of the young 
men and women, but they will be gi-v- 
en an opportunity to learn common law 
to aid them in whatever walk of life 
they may enter. A number of wel' 
known pedagogues have already offer- 
ed their services as Instructors In the 
new school* Until the new church is j 
built temporary quarters will be found 
for the school in some down town 
building and classes will be organized 
early In September. 


The People'^ Pulpit Is to be an eight 


page weekly and will be very different • 
from the religious weekly as we know- 
it 
Aside from Dr. Thomas' sermons 


It will contain literary matter and a 
page for the help of the People's church 
In other cities. Dr. Thomas is con- 
stantly receiving requests for his ser- 
mons from founders of churches simi- 
lar to his, and it is thought this will be 
the best way to supply them. 


"The needs of the world are chang- 


ing," said Sirs. Vandelia Varum Thom- 
as the other day, "and the old methods 
of religious work are not adapted to 
the life of today. 
The work of the 


church of today is not so much a mat- 
ter of giving away old clothes—it is a 
much larger and broader work. I do 
not mean to say that the giving away 
of old clothes is not necessary and very 
commendable, but larger opportunities 
present themselves. 


"In spite of the fact that this Is a 


commercial age, there is a growing 
spirit of humanity in the world which 
gives promise of great things. Peo- 
ple today are constantly saying, 'What 
can I do to help my neighbor?' and 
everywhere there is a willingness and 
desire to do good. We feel that the 
time is ripe for enlarging the field of 
the People's church, and we think the 
movement will meet with great suc- 
cess. The foundation of the universal 
People's church inj every city through- 
out the land has been Dr. Thomas' 
dream for years, and it seems that it is 
now about to be realized."

Officers Preparing for Hearing. 


Attorney General to be Here 


This Week 


There is a good deal of interest just 


now m the question as to whether or 
not. the case of Grant and King charged 
with the Reed murders will go to the 
grand jury directly, or whether a hear- 
ing1 will be held in the local court. The 
state officers who are working on the 
case are going ahead with, their plans 
for the hearing in the local court, and 
witnesses will be summoned for that 
time. 
• 


At the same time, the opinion is gen- 


eral that the case will be taken to the 
grand jury, and that the hearing in 
the local court will be again continued. 


The feeling is quite strong1 among the 


members of the Berkshire bar who 
have discussed the subject at the sit- 
ting of the court at Pittsfleld, accord- 
ing to the Republican's Pittsfield cor- 
respondent, that the proper and best 
course to pursue in the cases of Grant 
and King, the alleged murderers of the 
Reeds at North Adams, will be to bring 
the matter direct to the grand jury, 
which convenes the second Monday in 
July, at Pittsfield.. The argument is 
advanced that 
the defendants lose 


nothing, and the county saves expense* 
of a preliminary hearing. One of the 
bar points out that in case the hearing 
is not held July 6, and an adjournment 
is, necessary, and the preliminary hear- 
ing occupies much time, then it will be 
too late for the present sitting of the 
grand inquest and delay will require an 
extra session and attendance of one of 
the superior court justices. The feel- 
ing among the bar favors the direct 
bringing1 of the testimony to the grand 
jury, and it has been hinted that this 
will result. Many criminal cases have 
thus been brought to the attention of 
the grand inquest within the past few 
years, especially where arresta have 
been made so near the session that to 
hold preliminary hearings would cause 
delay of the case six months for in- 
dictment and trial. One lawyer of ex- 
perience said yesterday that it was a 
matter entirely within the province of 
the, prosecuting officers, and would 
save a large bill of expense, as in all 
probability the North Adams district 
court would hold the two men for the 
grand jury, for probable cause, and 
for further disposition. 


As announced yesterday, the friends 


of King have secured legal advice for 
him, and ex-District Attorney Hibbard 
of Pittsfield 
has been engaged. 
He 


came to this city yesterday afternoon 
and had a long interview with King, 
but had little to say in regard to it. He 
had a conference with C. P. Niles of 
this city Grant's attorney, and it is 
probable that the two will work to- 
gether on the case. 


Both Grant and King remain in good 


spirits at the local station, but visitors 
are denied thfm. 


Mrs. Grant 
is improving1 steadily, 


and expects to be able to visit her hus- 
band in the police station by Friday. 


It is expected that Attorney General

Al new process has been discovered 


for the extraction of India rubber from 
the tree. The bark and roots are cut 
up and soaked in dilute sulphuric acid, 
which decomposes the woody portions 
and does not affect the India rubber. In 
this way the rubber is separated from 
the bark and roots and is obtained in 
quite a pure state, says the New York 
Post. The Inventor of this process 
stated before the Society of Civil En- 
gineers of France that one pound of 
India rubber could be produced by this 
method at a cost of about 5 cent*.

VEGETABLE GEMS. 


Bwnboo Op»l» »Bd Cocoanut Fewte Found 


la «h» Philippine*, Though VttnUy. 
Among other queer things found in 


the Philippines are vegetable gems. 
There are not many of them, though. 
The bamboo is empty normally. 
One 


might out open a jungle of the giant 
grass and find unaltered hollowaess. 
But once in a million times or more- ac- 
cident brings to light in the bamboo 
stem a gem. Nature has molded into a 
lump a little of the flinty material 
which makes the outer stem BO hard. 
The nodule usually presents the appear- 
ance of an opal, and several specimens 
are in the mj^eams which reproduce 
the characteristic lines of that gem. 
These nodules are known as tabaceer. 
It is interesting to note that the first 
chemical and miueralogioal examina- 
tion of them was mudo by the Jaraee 
Smitbson whose munificence establish- 
ed the first of the scientific bureaus of 
the American government. 


In the condition in which the fruit is 


known in the United States the milk 
in the cocoanut is considered its only 
content. The really ripe nut, however, 
is filled with a white spongy mass, rich 
in the finest oil which tho nut produces. 
This sponge is exposed to the hot son 
for two or three days in a wooden 
trough until thoroughly pulped. The 
last of the oil is then extracted by 
squeezing the soft sponge in the hands. 
Very rarely this careful handling haa 
developed the presence of small spheres 
which have much of the luster of the 
pearl. 
Eight or ten of these cocoanut 


pearls, all discovered in the Philip- 
pines, are treasured in European muse- 
ums. 
They range from the si ae of a pin- 


head to that of a very small pea.—New 
York Sun.

ailmaeapolls Man Will Drift 


tho HUirialilptit on One. 


Herbert G. Wllcox of Minneapolis 


has had built for an autumn trip down 
the Mississippi one of the finest honse- 
boats ever turned out by local work- 
men. 


Two years ago Mr. Wilcox, accom- 


panied by Mrs. Wilcox, Wv 0. Neabitt 
of St. Louis and the Misses Alice and 
Louisa Nesbitt, bought a roughly con- 
structed houseboat q£Minftea.yoUs and 
went to New Orleans on it, covering 
the distance by means of towlag and 
drifting. They found this trip one of 
the most delightful any of them had 
ever experienced, and It was decided 
that with a houseboat constructed aft- 
er rather more luxurious plans, fur- 
nished with its own propulsive power 
and property furnished with screens 
and awnings for the decks such a JOTIP- 
ney would be superior to any other 
form of recreation, says the St Loula 
Post-Dispatch. 


A houseboat has therefore been built 


24 feet long by 10 feet wide. 
It Is 


built In two floors, the lower contain- 
ing a dining room, sitting room and 
kitchen and the tipper four tolerably 
commodious bedrooms. The scow upon 
which the house stands is of oak, 
rounded bow and stern instead of 
square, as most houseboats are. The 
hull of the craft Is being painted bright 
green and the upper works white, but 
the Interior is to be very handsomely 
finished. The dining room will be fin- 
ished in rosewood, with a number of 
mirrors arranged In such a way as to 
create pleasing space illusions. The 
dining table, chairs and other furni- 
ture will match the woodwork. The 
sitting room, which is the most spa- 
clous apartment on the lower deck, is 
to be done in mahogany, and here also 
a number of mirrors will be introduced 
to heighten the effect. 
The kitchen 


shows a very convenient and compact 
arrangement of lockers and closets. 


On the upper deck the bedrooms are 


of white oak interior, the hangings 
and general furnishings being in cor- 
respondingly light colors, one room 
having a green tone, another blue, an- 
other red and the fourth white and 
gold. Brass beds are to be put in each 
room, and the effect when all is com- 
plete will be exceedingly pretty. Mr. 
Wilcox expects to have his boat launch- 
ed in a few days, and the start down 
river will be made on Sept. 10, accord- 
ing to present plans. The same party 
will go as participated iu the former 
trip. 


"Few people seem to appreciate the 


beauties of the Mississippi," said Mr. 
Wilcox. "I have made three trips to 
New Orleans in the fall, and in my 
opinion there is no more beautiful 
scenery in the world than that to be 
found on the big river. In the autumn, 
just as foliage begins to change, there 
Is a constant panorama of exquisite 
color all the way down. Such a trip 
cannot be properly appreciated if made 
in a hurry, but on a houseboat with the 
proper conveniences it can be made 
with the greatest pleasure and profit." 


The Wilcox houseboat will have a 


gasoline engine and a paddle wheel at 
the stern so that the craft will be in- 
dependent. 
The speed attained will 


not be over three miles an hour, but 
this is considered sufficient for all prac- 
tical purposes. 


Fowt*«f the Wind* on That Barren Waste 


of Sands. 


' With a feeling that my words will 
carry little weight with those who 
think otherwise, I venture to suggest 
that the Sahara is not exactly what it 
is commonly assumed to be, and yet in 
tnany ways it ia not very different. Its 
first sands, when approached from the 
eide of El-Kantara, are giant rocks, 
burned brown and red under the glow 
of the southern sun, standing out in 
.•wild pinnacles from '• the gently undu- 
lating snrfeoa 
This is not the desert 


that is ordinarily pictured by the mind 
—that flat, endless expanse which fades 
off •unmoved and unbroken to the limits 
of vision—but it is the desert, neverthe- 
less, just as much as the mountain 
mows of the far north are a part of the 
great arctic'' sea of ice.'' Beyond, how- 
ever, is the great plain itself, its swell- 
ing nndulationa hardly relieving to the 
eye the appearance of absolute flatness 
which the picture offers. 


The truth is, the Sahara presents 


itself in a double aspect, that of the flat 
tnd sandy plain and that of the rocky. 
ftdge or mountain, the Hammada. It ie 
the Hammada that is more particularly] 
dreaded by the caravans, for among 
their wind swept crags there are few 
oases, and only the blowing sands and 
a relentless son. are the companions of 
the footsore pilgrim. In many parts of 
the flat desert traveling is moderately 
easy, for over long distances the surface 
has become coated into a hard, slimy 
crust—a solid basement rock, one may 
call it 
Along our route of travel there 


Were no sand dunes of any magnitude, 
the highest perhaps scarcely exceed- 
ing 15 or 20 feet, but I was informed by 
the distinguished French explorer, M. 
Fonreautl, who was then stopping at 
Biskra, that beyond Tuggurt they rise 
to tho prodigious height of from 1,200 
to 1,400 feet. 
This speaks even more 


eloquently for the power of the winds 
than do tho high tossed sands of coral 
inlands.—Popular Science Monthly.

CUSTOMS OF CHINESE. 


Peculiarities of the Inhabitants 


of the Middle Kingdom. 


THEIB MABVBtfi OF BTATUAEY.

In Chinese Courts 
China is one of the most interesting 


countries in the world, aside from the 
fact that international complications 
have now fastened the world's atten- 
tion upon it. Within the next century 
the ancient empire Will probably be- 
come so far modernized as to lose 
much of the plctureBQueness which 
belongs to its antiquity, says the Bos- 
ton Herald. The traveler who visits 
the Middle Kingdom at tho present 
time is taken back, In effect, many 
thousands of years In the history of 
the world. 
1I<3 sees things as they 


were agea ago—the manners, customs 
and queer ways of living that belong 
to a vanquished epoch. 


For example* what is there In the 


world more strange than the famous 
road to the Ming tombs, the burial 
places of the Ming emperors, who were 
the lost native niters of China? This 
family governed the empire from 1368 
to 1644 A. D., and the avenue leading 
to their private cemetery may fairly 
be regarded as cue of the wonders of 
the world, being lined on either side 
with statuary the like of which Is not 
to be found anywhere else—a. series of 
colossal figures of human beings and 
animals sculptured in gray granite. 
The avenue, proceeding from one of 
the gates of Nankin, is a mile in 
length and ends at a marble gate, 
which is by far the most stately and 
beautiful structure of its kind ia all 
China. 


The statues comprise a pair of ele- 


phants standing and a pair kneeling, 
four pairs of civilians and two pairs of 
warriors, a pair of horses erect and 
two lying down; also camels, lions and 
tigers in pairs. They are arranged at 
intervals on opposite sides of a paved, 
but neglected and grass grown, road 
leading from the gate to the tombs. 
They bear witness to the glory of a 
dynasty under which China was far 
greater and more powerful than she ia 
foday. Passersby throw a pebble at 
each elephant; if it lodges on the back 
of the sculptured beast, good luck is 
indicated. The elephants in this series 
are really admirable works of art, with 
no suggestion of the grotesque treat- 
ment so commonly exhibited In Chi- 
nese sculpture. 


About 80,000 rebels were condemned 


to death and disposed of by the sum- 
mary process of decapitation at the 
close of the last great revolutionary 
movement 
When prisoners In Chifta 


are to be judicially slaughtered, they 
are fetched to the killing place, and a 
list of their names is read aloud and 
compared with tickets attached to the 
'victims. The hands of the latter are 
pinioned, and they are, obliged to kneel 
on the ground to receive the blow of 
the executioner, which is delivered 
with a broad bladed knife like a cleav- 
er, a single stroke severing the head 
from the body. The headless bodies 
are usually left where they have faljen 
until night, when, if their friends do 
not rerriove them, the authorities take 
them away and bury them at the pub- 
lic cost. 


In a Chinese court the magistrate 


sits behind a desk, on which are writ- 
Ing materials, the official seal and cups 
containing tallies, which are thrown 
down to indicate the number of blows 
ordered for a culprit. On either side 
are secretaries, and one or more assist- 
ants are present with instruments of 
torture. Inscriptions are hung on the 
walls, one of which exhorts the judge 
to be merciful. The accused kneels in 
front of the tribunal. It is to be feared 
that there is little justice to be had 
in Chinese courts, the prisoner having 
to opportunity to plead either person- 
ally or through counsel, while the most 
atrocious tortures are inflicted even 
upon witnesses to compel confessions. 
As might be imagined, the jails are 
horrible. 


One of the most common of criminal 


punishments in China consists la fas- 
tening about the neck of the offender 
a square frame made of boards, which 
has a hole through the middle of it for 
the purpose. This Is called a "cangue." 
It weighs from 20 to 30 pounds, and 
the name, residence and crime of the 
delinquent are written upon It in large 
characters for the information of pass- 
ersby. 
The distress suffered by the 


wearer is much more severe than 
would be supposed at first glance, for 
he cannot feed himself or even drink a 
cup of water.- He cannot scratch his 
own nose or < rive away the flies, and 
sometimes hia face is smeared with 
sweetened W er to attract insects. 
Sleep is aloiosi out of the question. A 
soldier is always put on guard over a 
victim of this Ingenious form of cruel- 
ty, who m!»y starve to death or die of 
thirst if the myrmidon of the law re- 
fuses to permit the man's friends to 
help him.

' TRIBUTE TO MURAVIEFF, 


Famous Russian Count Eulogized by 


a Diplomat In New York. 


A diplomat in New York thus recent- 


ly eulogized the late Count Michael 
Muravieff, wh-use strange death is at- 
tributed in London and in diplomatic 
circles to poison, just as the death of 
his predecessor as Russian minister of 
foreign affairs, Prince Alexander Lo- 
banoff, who died suddenly on Aug. 30, 
1896, was attributed to poison, says the 
New York World. It was officially an- 
nounced that heart disease was fatal 
to Lobanoff. 


The diplomat says: "He knew Paris 


and ^Berlin, having resided in those 
cities as secretary and councilor of em- 
bassy. He was considered a strong 
friend of peace, perfectly correct as a 
diplomatist, vety well disposed toward 
Austria-Hungary, possibly alive to Ger- 
many, little inclined to flirt with Eng- 
land and especially and absolutely in- 
clined to cultivate the Franco-Russian 
entente cordiale." 


Poisoners would hate such a man. 


MuravieS was but 55 years old, of a 
family distinguished in "Russian offi- 
cial and military history. By the czar's 
orders he brought about the peace con- 
ference at The Hague last year. He 
entered the diplomatic service in 18G4, 
his first post being at Berlin. 


Later he was stationed at Stockholm 


and Stuttgart. In 1874 he was appoint- 
ed secretary of legation to The Hague, ] 
where he remained, for some time, | 
passing on to Paris in 1880. He served ' 
in the French capital for four years, 
In 1893 he was promoted to be Russian 
minister to Denmark, and it was in 
Copenhagen that he attracted the fa- 
vorable attention of the dowager Rus- 
sian empress, formerly the Princess 
Dagmar. It is thought that her influ- 
ence was largely instrumental in hia 
appointment to the position of Russian 
minister for foreign, affairs in 1807, 
after Lobanoff's death. 


The great sorrow of MnraviefFs life 


was the elopement of his wife, whom 
he dearly loved, with his intimate 
friend, Count Henckel von Donners- 
mark. This happened in Berlin. The 
czar at once divorced Muravieff, and 
his former wife married Von Donners- 
mark. 


Prince Alexander LobanofC died while 


traveling with the czar from Vienna 
toward Kleffi. The imperial train stop- 
ped at a small wood to enable the czai 
to take a short walk. All of the im- 
perial party left the train. 
Prince 


Lobanoff, after walking a few steps, 
complained of feeling indisposed. He 
was assisted back to the car, where ha 
fell insensible. Before the doctor ac- 
companying the party could take re- 
storative measures the prince expired.

JAPANESE OFFICER'S VIEWS. 


Comments on the Seriousness of tb« 


Chinese Situation. 


R. Condo, an officer in the Japanese 


army, who passed through the war 
•with China and who is now a Japanese 
army engineer, while in Pittsburg the 
other day said to a reporter of the Phil- 
adelphia Pre^s: 


"No doubt the Chinese believe they 


can defeat the combined armies of the 
other nations, but it will only be a short 
time until they are subdued. Beeauoe 
of their numbers the Chinese think 
they are invincible. You need only go 
back a few years to the time when 
Japan was at war with China to flnfl 
out the kind of fighters the Chinese 
are. 
They know nothing of modern 


warfare, and were they to be engaged 
In a real battle the loss to their force* 
would be tremendous. 


"The Chinese are treacherous. They 


are suspicious of everything and every- 
body. 
Already they have murdered 


many missionaries and other innocent 
persons, and if tliey find they are to be 
called to account by some of the na- 
tions they will not hesitate to murdet 
every missionary in their country. 


"The strained relations between Ja« 


pan and Russia are assuming serious 
proportions. There is no telling what 
may develop nor how soon it may 
come. There is one thing certain, and 
that is if Russia continues to be a 
menace to Korea, which rightly be- 
longs to Japan, there will be war. Ja- 
pan has been preparing for any conflict 
that may present itself and is ready 
today to declare war on any country 
that interferes with what it considers 
Its rights. 


"I don't believe there Is another coun- 


try that Is better prepared for war 
than Japan. Its navy din-Ing the past 
few years has been greatly strengthen- 
"%d and tho army has also been Increas- 
ed. It Is hard to foreshadow the result 
of tho present,trouble in China, as the 
outcome will depend entirely on thq. 
position takeu by tho outajd_e powers.';

New Superior Court Rules. Yesterday's 


Cases in Pittsfield 


L A? a meeting of the justices of the 


superior court held in Boston some 
time aero, a new set of superior court 
rules were adopted, and these will go 
into effect In the Berkshire superior 
court the first Monday of the comlne 
month. Bound copies of the rules have 
been sent to the clerk of courts to dis- 
tribute among1 lawyers. 


One of the most important changes 


in the rules is the cutting down of the 
time for arguments in annealed cases. 
In the future a lawyer will be given 
only 20 minutes for his argument, if 
the case is one which has been appeal- 
ed from fhe lower court. Previously a 
lawyer has been allowed 45 minutes. 


This new rule reads as follows: "In 


trials or hearing's in causes upon the 
Suffolk special list, and civil appeals in 
all counties, the argument shall be lim- 
ited to 20 minutes an each side; in all 
other cases to one hour on each sidej 
but the court may for cause shown ex- 
tend the time1."

Census Enumerators Complete Final 


Reports for This Cit> 


Small Fitchfeurg Wreck 


As a Fitchburg train extra 20S, was 


passing thiough. South Royalston yes- 
terday morning and / ad got about in 
front of the station, one of the cars 
ntar the centor, left ti'e track and inie 
up several rails. The forward end of 
the train proceeded to Baldwinville be- 
foie the engineer discovered that part 
was left 
behind. A wrecking train 


from Fitchburg was immediately call- 
ed and cleared up the wreck. A single 
track was used between Athol and 
South Royalston for about five hours-. 
It was considered a miracle that no one 
was hurt, for the train was going at a 
good rate of speed. 


The local census enumerators have 


now all completed and sent in their 
final reports, the last of thos-e who se- 


j cured an extension of time 
having 


finished up ttithln the last two or three 
days. The returns are sent to Boston, 
and it is believed that the figures of 
population for the larger cities at least 
will be ready by July 1, or soon after.

cities over 20,000 in population. 


Announcement of the figures by July 


1 will be earlier than was at first ex- 
pected, but it has been stated on good 
authority that the census officials would 
try to accomplish that, to satisfy the 
natural curiosity of each city in regard 
to its size. 


It is now being stated that tBe census 


was a most conservative one, and that 
there will be weeping and wailing and 
gnashing of teeth when the figures are 
given out, when it is1 seen that hopes 
have been blasted and that populations 
are much smaller than has been claimed. 
In spite of this, however, there are 
many in this city who claim that the 
25,000 will be easily passed. Some are 
inclined to claim as "high as 26,000, but 
the 
more conservative doubt this. 


There will be general satisfaction at 
the promptness shown in relieving the 
suspense if the figures are given out 
within a week or so.

QUESTION OF STREET SIGNS 


About 1503 Needed, to Cost About 


$700. $2000 for Culverts 


Mention was made some time ago of 


the fact that the public works- depart- 
was considering the question of putting 
up the long and greatly needed street 
signs this year if it should prove pos- 
sible to take mont-y for that purpose. 
The number 
of places where signs 


\vould be necessary has been figured 
up, and is found to be about 1500. This 
of course includes several signs on each 
street, and quite a number on the 
longer streets, although it is not a sign 
on eacr corner, as is the case In most 
cities. This number, for securing the 
signs and putting them in place, is 
estimated to cost something like $700. 


The plan has been suggested of put- 


ting up 500 or so of the most necessary 
signs this fall, and of continuing tho 
work next year. 
This will 
depend 


largely on the condition of the apropria 
tions for the public works department 
in the fall, after the work of the sum- 
mer is completed. 


In connection with the expenses of 


the department this year, it is inter- 
esting to note that the flood of last 
spring cost the city in the neighborhood 
of $200 simply for the rebuilding of 
culverts that were wa_shed out. Three 
of these, the ones on West Main, South 
State, and Brooklyn streets, several 
hundred dollars, and the rest of the 
amount was required for smaller cul- 
verts that were found to be washed-out 


The public works department is also 


making arrangements for the lighting 
of the "Blackmton annex" which has 
never before had stieet lights. It is 
planned to put five lights in the an- 
nexed portion, and these have been or- 
dered through the electric light com- 
pany. They will be ready to be put in 
place about August 1.

THE WAR IS OVER 


War Pay No Longer in Force at the 


Recruiting Station 


Whatever the condition of affairs in 


the Philippines' and China may be, it 
is now certain that there is not a state 
of war existing in the United States 
proper any longer. It will be of in- 
terest to know, however, that until this 
month there has been a state of war in 
this1 country since the spring of 1898, 
according1 to the war department. This 
is shown in the nay received by the 
soldiers in the regular army, which is 
greater in time of war than in time of 
peace. 


When war wag declared on Ssain, in 


1898, 
the pay of all soldiers in the re- 


gular army was iWcreased to a war 
standing. This has continued until this 
mi/nth, who™ the war department is- 
sued orders that hereafter the pay of 
soldiers in the United States would be 
the regular pay in times of peace. 


This was made kriowru to the soldiers 


at the local recruiting station when 
they received their pay I'or the month. 
It also affects the pay that will be re- 
ceived by the recruits who are enlisted 
for the regular army after this. 


May Move B, and A, Terminal 


Rumor has it that the terminal of the 


Boston & Albany railroad will as soon 
as arrangements can be made be trans- 
ferred to "West Albany. This would be 
a serious blow to the city of Kensse- 
laer, as it woiild probably cause many 
engineers, firemen, switchmen, brake- 
men, 
couplers, and pin pullers to re- 


move from the city to West Albany in 
order to enable them to be near their 
work. The population of the city is 
largely made up of railroad men and 
their familes. 
The business men are 


worrying considerably over the pros- 
pect of the transfer as the major part 
of their trade comes from the railroad 
men.
